The planned subdivision, ‘“North- 
woods,”’ is being proposed by Picwel 
Builders of Andover for 4.85 acres of land 
located between North Street and River 
Road. According to engineer Paul Fer- 
rante of Dana Perkins, it will feature 
three four-story buildings, each of which 
will contain 30 units. 

According to Barry Sheehan, spokes- 
man for the Northwoods Corporation— 
which intends to lease the finished pro- 
ject from Picwel—half the condo units 
will be priced within the “low to moder- 
ate” range, with 15 selling for $78,500, 
and 30 priced at $110,000. These ‘‘afforda- 
ble” units, each of which will feature two 
bedrooms, will be distributed equally in 
each of the buildings. 

The i “‘market priced’’ con- 
dos, which will range in size from single- 

to three-bedroom units, will sell 
my St, 000 to $165,000.

Although the discussion was not a for-

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Burned-out Family Gradually 
Putting Life Back Together

Fourteen years ago, Edward and 
Kathy Smeltzer and their son Michael, 
then two, moved into their first house, a 
century-old North Main Street duplex. 

From the start, recalls Kathy, the cou- 
ple worked on their ‘“‘new”’ purchase, fix- 
ing it up a bit at a time, gradually 
transforming the old ark into a livable 
home. They rented out the other side, us- 
ing the income to offset their mortgage. 

Two years after the move, the Smeltz- 
ers’ daughter, Tina, was born. Life for 
the family moved to the rhythm of rou- 
tine: they did the ordinary things of daily 
life; they acquired pets; they sent chil- 
dren to school. 

And they worked. Edward worked at 
Shawsheen Rubber in Ballardvale, 
where he had grown up. Kathy took one 
waitressing job—then added a second. 
The extra income would help them fi- 
nance some of the larger fix-up tasks 
their old duplex required. 

Last summer, they began renovating 
in earnest. They gave the house a new 
roof, a new central heating system on the 
tenants’ side, new siding. 

On Dec. 9, 1986, flames breached the 
darkness of late evening at 120 North 
Main Street. Kathy Smeltzer ran down 
the street from Friendly’s Restaurant, 
dressed in her night-shift uniform, and 
stopped. Beyond her, across the street, 
the world had turned to trucks and 
jumbled hoses and confusion. She stood, 
shivering, and watched as firemen broke 
through the new roof of her home. 

The fire that had begun in the tenant 
side of the basement—the exact cause is 
still undetermined—spread quickly 
through old walls built without firestops. 
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The family escaped unharmed, but the 
devastation to the house—and to every- 
thing in it—was total.

It is late January. 

Today, after working the breakfast-to- 
lunch shift at Ford’s Restaurant, Kathy 
Smeltzer sits in the kitchen/living room 
of a rented trailer that has been planted 
next to the burned-out shell of her first 
and former home. Coco and Trixie, two 
young cairn terriers, frisk about her 
feet; they lunge at an empty plastic soda 
bottle, and careen head-first into the legs 
of the table. Space is tight; the trailer 
has only two bedrooms for its four occu- 
pants. An arm’s reach from the table, 
blankets cover the couch where 16-year- 
old Michael sleeps. 

Kathy shakes her head as she remem- 
bers the evening of Dec. 9. Standing help- 
less; watching the firemen battle, in 
vain, to save her house. “All that for 
nothing,” she says. “I work two jobs for 
nothing—that’s all I could think.’ 

Tina, 12, arranges the newspapers she 
will deliver on her afternoon route on the 
table. At her elbow, in a wire cage, a fat 
hamster sleeps curled in ball. The ham- 
ster, it is explained, is hers—a tacit re- 
placement for the older pets, a cat and a 
dog, that had to be put to sleep because 
their lungs were irretrievably damaged 
from time spent in the burning house. 

The paper route is her spending mon- 
ey. Tina is adjusting well to the family’s 
changes in lifestyle, says her mother. 
There was the time, a week or so after 
the fire, when the child didn’t want to go

New Voting Precincts Not In 
Effect For Town Election 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Voters who find themselves diso- 
riented because Andover’s newly-drawn 
district lines have placed them in a 
strange precinct should take heart: 
According to Town Clerk Elden Salter, 
the redistricting will mean nothing in the 
upcoming town election. 

When the new lines finally do make a 
difference—in the next state and presi- 
dential election—local residents might 
well find themselves voting in an entirely 
different state-level scheme of districts. 

In other words, the confusion is not 
only natural; it’s state-wide. 

This year, says Salter, “this is only a 
trial that we’re , these new lines, 


to familiarize residents with the new pre- | 
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cincts.”” He adds that, as for the effects 
of local changes on the election of state 
senators and representatives, ‘We won’t 
know that until ’88.”’ 

Every ten years, using new local and 
state census figures as a reference point, 
Massachusetts towns must take steps to 
balance their voting districts to within 
200 residents of each other. ‘“‘What we’re 
really trying to do is keep it from getting 
lop-sided,”’ says Salter. State regulations 
dictate that each precinct should not 
exceed 4000 inhabitants. 

The state then examines the redrawn 
local precinct lines; ultimately, it ad- 
justs its own representative and senato- 
ral districts to reflect the changes. and 


balance the voting population on a state- 
wide scale. 

As a result, a local voter might be 
shifted from the First Essex district 
(precincts 6 through 8) to the Second 
(precincts 1 through 5); under ordinary 
circumstances, he would then find him- 
self voting for a different state senator 
than he: had in the previous election. 
However, with changes at the state level, 
the very precincts themselves might be 
relocated in different districts by elec- 
tion time. 

Or, perhaps, the number of senators 
and poe. abe gy og serving the Andover 

area might be increased, reduced, or 
otherwise . juggled: ; to conform: with 


changes in state population figures. 

During the required redistricting ten 
years ago, Andover added two precincts 
to its town-wide total—a shift from six to 
eight. This year, says Salter, the number 
will remain at eight, and each precinct 
will carry a population of 3,450 to 3,500 
inhabitants. 

Boundary lines for all Andover pre- 
cincts have shifted. Some of the changes 
are relatively slight; some—notably, 
precincts 4 and 5—are greater. Residents 
affected were notified with the mailing of 
this year’s town census forms.

Appropriate Moves 


Although it is firmly believed that municipali- 
ties should not be in the real estate business, a 
couple of items facing voters at the annual town 
meeting this year make sense. 

One, of course, deals with the renovation of the 
old town hall on Main street. The second would 
allow the town to acquire two tracts of land which 
would ultimately provide for low and moderate 
income housing in Andover. 

First and foremost, there is good reason to pre- 
serve the old town hall. It is a historic part of the 
community and an advantageous part of the 
town’s central business district. The building is a 
survivor. There have been several attempts to 
tear down the old structure, the most serious 
about 25 years ago when the town was consid- 
ering an urban renewal project for the central 
business district. 

To retain it as a municipal property will be 

costly, but it seems most appropriate. The article 
authorizing retention and renovation is still being 
worked on, but basically will allow sufficient 
options for continued use of the facility. It will 
permit leasing of space, including the possible 
providing of space to the federal government. 
Postal facilities could be a part of the overall 
complex. 
* There are also provisions in the article for get- 
ting the renovations accomplished in a manner 
similar to that which financed the renovation of 
the old East Junior High to municipal offiecs and 
the current renovation and addition to Memorial 
Hall Library. 


In any case, it seems appropriate to move for- 
ward with retention and renovation of this histor- 
ic structure, sited as it is in the center of the 
community. 7 

The other items are even more interesting. 

Two tracts of land are recommended for acqui- 
sition by the town to provide for low-moderate 
income housing. One is across Route 93 from the 
Gillette Co., the other in the Shawsheen area on 
land formerly approved for industrial devel- 
opment which never came to fruition. 


What makes the proposal interesting is the fact 
that not only is there a need for such facilities in 
Andover, but the method of development allows 
the town to retain control over what will be built. 

That there is need is self-explanatory, simply 
examine the Andover real estate market which 
makes it difficult for young people just starting 
out to obtain reasonable housing in their home 
community. 


The proposal would respond to that need. 

The community retaining control over what 
will be built guarantees that the developer will 
adhere to town standards, even though local laws 
can be sidestepped in dealing with so-called com- 
prehensive permit issuance for such projects. 

Again, while it is indeed inadvisable for munic- 
ipalities to be in the real estate business, these 
items make considerable sense, since, in the case 
of the housing proposals, it would be only tempo- 
rary and would be beneficial to the entire com- 
munity.

In accordance with Chapter 40 G.L. Section 5, notice is hereby given that the 
Andover Planning Board will hold a Public Hearing, Tuesday, February 17, 1987, at 
8:00 P.M., at the Memorial Auditorium, Whittier Street, Andover, MA, to consider the 
following ‘amendments to the Zoning Bylaw: 

ARTICLE: 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Article VIII of the Town 
By-Laws, by striking out Section VI.0.5.b. (relating to new multiple family dwelling 
ho in its entirety and substituting the following: 

ia) Density: 
(1) The maximum base number of dwelling units shall be five units per acre of 
buildable area. The Planning Board may, at its discretion, determine that a 
lower density of dwelling units per acre is more appropriate, considering 
site conditions. 

(2) “Buildable Area’’ is calculated by subtracting from the total area of the lot 
a number which is ninety (90) percent of the area shown as wetlands on the 
Town of Andover Wetlands maps. 

(3) For each base dwelling unit which provides low or moderate income housing 
within the meaning of M.G.L. Ch. 40B Sections 20-23, the applicant shall be 
entitled to a credit of fifty (50) percent of an additional dwelling unit.” 

_ ARTICLE: 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Article VIII of the Town 
Bylaws, as follows: 


(1) That Section ITI.A.1. of the Zoning Bylaw is amended to add a new use district, 
called Multi-Family, Section III.A.1. as so amended to read: 
“1. Residence Districts: 

SRA - Single Residence A 

SRB - Single Residence B 

SRC - Single Residence C 

MF’ - Multi-Family 

APT - Apartment’’; and 
(2) That the following area of the Town of Andover is hereby changed from a Single 
Residence A use district to a Multi-Family use district, namely that area within the 
following described bounds, which shall be shown on the Zoning Map of Andover: 

Beginning at the northwest corner of Lot 61 (Assessors’ Map 38) and running

centerlines of Elm & Summer Streets; thence easterly along the centerline of 
Summer Street to the intersection of the centerlines of Summer & Whittier Streets;

continuing westerly along the northern boundary of Lot 68 to its intersection with Lot

intersection with the boundary of lot 67 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence westerly along 
the southern boundary of Lot 72 to its intersection with the eastern boundary of Lot 59

Avenue to a point opposite the southwest corner of Lot 46 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence 
northerly across Punchard Avenue and continuing northerly along the western 
boundary of Lot 46 to its intersection with Lot 41 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence easterly 
across the northern boundary of Lot 46 to its intersection with Lot 49 (Assessors’ Map 
39); thence northerly along the eastern boundaries of Lots 41 and 40 to the

39); thence northerly across Chestnut Street and continuing northerly along the 
western boundary of Lot 107 to the intersection with Lot 105 (Assessors’ Map 39); 
thence easterly across the northern boundary of Lot 107 to the intersection with Lot 
108 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence northerly along the eastern boundary of Lot 105 to the 
intersection with Lot 101 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence easterly along the southern 
boundaries of Lots 101, 100, and 98 to the intersection with Lot 116 (Assessors’ Map 
39); thence northerly along the eastern boundary of Lot 98 (Assessors’ Map 39) and 
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continuing northerly across Park Street and continuing northerly along the eastern 
boundary of Lot 87 to the intersection with Lot 81 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence 
westerly across the northern boundary of Lot 87 to the intersection with Lot 
(Assessors’ Map 39); thence southerly along the eastern boundary of Lot 82 to 
intersection with Lot 83 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence westerly along the northern 
boundary of Lot 83 and continuing westerly to the centerline of Florence Street; 
thence southerly along the centerline of Florence Street to a point opposite the 


intersection with Lot 8 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence northerly along the eastern 
boundary of Lot 8 to the intersection with Lot 17 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence westerly 
along the southern boundary of Lot 17 to the intersection with Lot 18 (Assessors’ Map 
39); thence northerly along the western boundary of Lot 17 and continuing northerly 
to the centerline of Elm Street; thence easterly along the centerline of Elm Street to 
the intersection of the centerlines of Elm Street and Elm Court; thence northwesterly 
along the centerline of Elm Court to a point opposite the southeast corner of Lot 120 
(Assessors’ Map 38); thence westerly along the southern boundary of Lot 120 to the 
intersection with Lot 115 (Assessors’ Map 38); thence southerly along the eastern 
boundary line of Lot 115 to the intersection with Lot 118 (Assessors’ Map 38); thence 
westerly along the southern boundary of Lot 115 and continuing westerly to the 
centerline of High Street; thence northerly. along the centerline of High Street to a 
point opposite the southeast corner of Lot 56 (Assessors’ Map 38); thence westerly 
across High Street and continuing westerly across the southern boundary of Lot 56 to

1. In a Multi-Family District, creation of additional residential dwelling unit(s) shall 
be allowed only within a dwelling existing prior to March 10, 1941, as permitted by 
Section IV.B.3.a. of this By-Law: 

a. Applicability: Section VI.0.1. shall apply to conversions in a main dwelling 
structure only. Conversion of an accessory building into dwelling units shall not 
be allowed. 

b. Density: The maximum number of dwelling units allowed shall be determined 
according to the following criteria, all of which shall be satisfied: 

(1) There shall be at least two thousand five-hundred (2,500) square feet of lot 
area for each dwelling unit; and 

(2) Parking shall be provided on-site to meet the requirements of Section VI.A. 
of this Bylaw: and 

(3) The total footprint of all buildings (including the primary dwelling building, 
attached and detached garages, and accessory buildings), parking areas 
and driveways shall not occupy more than fifty (50) percent of the total lot 
area; and 

(4) Any increase in the gross floor area of the structure shall be limited to a 
maximum of fifty (50) percent of the gross floor area of the existing 
residential dwelling structure; and 

(5) Construction which physically connects two structures to be one dwelling 
structure shall be prohibited; and 

(6) The maximum number of dwelling units allowed on one lot shall not exceed 
four (4). 

c. Landscaping and Buffering: 

(1) A landscaped area shall be established in the front yard, which is defined as 
the space extending across the full width of the lot between the way on 
which the principal building thereon fronts and the nearest point of any 
building on the lot. A driveway for access to the side or rear of the lot may 
cross the front yard, but no parking area shall be allowed within the front 
yard boundaries; 


(2) Landscape buffers shall be installed to protect adjacent properties from 
direct sight lines to parking area(s). 

d. Plan Review: Prior to seeking a building permit from the Building Department, 

the applicant shall submit the following information to the Town Planning staff: 


(1) A site plan, prepared by a Registered Architect, Registered Civil Engineer, 
or Registered Land Surveyor, indicating: lot boundaries and dimensions; 
number of existing and proposed dwelling units; existing and proposed 
building footprint; driveway(s); parking area(s); and details of the 
landscape buffer. 

(2) Such front, side and rear elevation drawings as are necessary to show 
changes proposed to the exterior of the structure. 

A written approval by the Town planning staff of such plans and elevations and the 

plans and elevation drawings themselves shall be incorporated into the Building 

Department’s records prior to the issuance of a building permit. 

2. In the SRA & SRB Districts, creation of additional residential dwelling unit(s) 
Shall be allowed only within a dwelling existing prior to March 10, 1941, as permitted 
by Section IV.B.3.a. of this By-Law: 


a. There shall be two thousand five hundred (2,500) square feet of lot area for each 
dwelling unit; 

b. Parking shall be provided on-site as required by Section VI.A. of this Bylaw; 

c. The criteria of Section VIII.C. (Special Permits) of this Bylaw shall be met.

ARTICLE: 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law by striking subsection 4. 
(1) of Section VI.0.5 (relating to New Multiple Family dwelling construction) and 
substituting therefore the following: 

“d.(1) Lot area. Each lot shall be not less than ten (10) nor more than twenty- 
five (25) acres. For this purpose and for all purposes of this Section 
VI.0.5., ‘‘lot’’ shall include a tract of land comprising one or more 
contiguous lots. A lot divided by a public or private way or by a 
waterway shall be construed as one lot; but the area of such way or 
waterway within the lot shall not be taken into account for purposes of 
this lot area requirement.”’ 


ARTICLE: 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Article VIII of the Town

. By striking subsection 3.c.(6) thereof in its entirety and substituting the following: 
(6) The use of neon or similar gaseous tube signs is prohibited.” 

. By striking subsections 3.d.(1) and (2) and (3) and (4) and (6) thereof, but leaving 
He nea (5) as it appears, and substituting for the subsections striken the 
ollowing: 


(1) Signs as permitted in Residence Districts, except that temporary real 
estate signs may be as large as four (4) square feet. 
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(2) (a) One attached accessory sign per occupant oriented to each street on 
which the premises have frontage, either attached flat against the wall or fixed 
canopy of a building, or projecting from it. The area of such sign erected for any 
occupant shall not exceed ten (10) percent of the portion of that wall area 
assigned to that occupant. 

(b) Overhanging signs shall not exceed twelve (12) square feet in area. 
Individual unlighted signs not exceeding two (2) square feet in area on windows 
and identifying the occupants therein shall be excluded from the above 
limitations. : 

(3) One free-standing sign of not more than twelve (12) square feet in area and 
the top extending not more than eight (8) feet above ground level. 

(4) For premises having multiple occupants, a single directory sign, either 
attached or free-standing, identifying those occupants. The total area of 
attached signs, including this one, shall not exceed ten (10) percent of wall area, 
and the area of any free-standing sign allowed under this paragraph shall not 
exceed twenty-five (25) square feet. The owner shall submit with his sign 
permit application an overall signage plan for the building. 

(6) No sign shall project more than five (5) feet over any public right-of-way or 
other public property. Any sign projecting over a public right-of-way shall be 
covered by liability insurance deemed appropriate by the Town Counsel in 
form, content, and amount for the reasonable protection of the Town from 
claims against it, and verified by a certificate of insurance filed with the Town 
Clerk.” 


6. By striking subsections 3.e.(2) and (3) thereof in their entirety and substituting 
therefore the following: 

(2) Signs attached flat against the wall or canopy of a building, advertising the 

name of the firm or goods or services available or produced on the premises; 

provided that the total area of all such signs does not exceed twenty (20) 

percent of the area of the side of the building to which they are attached or one 

hundred (100) square feet, whichever is less. 

(3) One free-standing sign, containing the name or other identification of the 

use on the property, for each street on which the property fronts, each sign 

limited to an area of fifty (50) square feet. Such sign shall not be located closer 

than (5) feet to any property line or the line of any way, and no part of any such 

sign shall be more than fifteen (15) feet above groufid level. No sign shall be 

located so as to endanger public safety by impairing vision of vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic.

(3) Usability of open spaces for active or passive recreation, determined 
by size, shape, topography and location; 

(4) Inclusion within open spaces of irreplaceable natural features such as 
streams, mature trees or clusters of trees, rock outcrops, eskers, 
bluffs, slopes, and historic or archaelogical features: 

(5) Accessibility of open spaces to the handicapped, elderly, and children; 

(6) Suitability of open spaces for scenic values and improvement or 
preservation of views. 

(c.) The applicant shall demonstrate to the Board by a written statement 
accompanied by a sketch plan of a non-cluster layout at a scale of 1” = 40’ 
or 1’’=100’, the reason or reasons why the Board should give favorable 
attention to an application for a Special Permit to Cluster. 

(d.) The Board may require the provision or reservation of pedestrian

Mockingbirds, relatively scarce in 
New England prior to 1969, have become 
established as permanent residents and 
were added to the count in 1974.

back to school. As it turns out, says 
Kathy, she was afraid to tell her teach- 
ers at West Elementary that her books 
had burned up. 

Tina pauses over her papers and offers 
a shy half-smile. Yes, the school re- 
placed her books. Things are better now. 

For Michael, says Kathy, the change is 
sometimes depressing. ‘‘He was home 
that night,”” Kathy says of her son. “I 
think his feeling was, ‘I’m alive.’ His 
feeling was just to get out—that was it.”’ 
Now that the initial joy of survival has 
worn off, she says, the lack of living 
space gets to him. There is no room for 
being alone; even telephone calls be- 
come a family affair by default. 

Indeed, after the immediate shoek of 
the fire, reality hit the entire family like 
a load of bricks from the house’s crum- 
bling chimneys. ‘“‘We escaped with noth- 
ing much—a few pieces of clothing; a 
few knick-knacks. That’s it,’”’says Kathy 
Smeltzer. 

Kathy and Edward packed up their 
kids and the two younger dogs and 
moved to temporary shelter at her par- 
ents’ home in Boxford. There, they be- 
gan the enormous task of picking up the 
pieces of their lives. 

After shelter, the family’s most imme- 
diate need was clothing. Kathy’s co- 
workers at Friendly’s and Ford’s put out 
an appeal, and the community’s re- 
sponse was heartening. ‘‘I’d like to thank 
everybody from Friendly’s and Ford’s— 
the people of Andover,”’ Kathy says, ‘‘for 
all their generosity and kindness in our 
time of need. People brought clothes; 
rig brought money. They were wonder- 


Next, the family worked at building 
themselves a holiday. It was not an easy 
feat; they had lost more than clothes and 
established posessions in the flames: 
‘‘All the Christmas presents went up,”’ 
says Kathy. “I’m an early shopper, so 
we lost all the presents.”’ 

With her mother, she shopped for for 
the second time, painstakingly replacing 
her purchases. 

After Christmas, the Smeltzers looked 
for housing. Andover was the logical 
choice; Kathy wanted to be near her 
workplaces and her neighbors, and she 
wanted to keep Tina in school at West. 
She felt that Michael—who had left 
school and was looking for a job in the 
area—should also have as little disrup-

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tion in his routine as possible. 

The family decided to rent the trailer. 

For two weeks, while they gathered 
the necessary permits to set up their 
temporary home, they waited for the 
electricians and plumbers to tie and 
wrap and hook the trailer into place. 

At last, five weeks after the fire, the 
Smeltzers moved in. 

Next door, the shell of their first house 
still stands, the roof gaping, the new sid- 
ing twisted, the windows boarded up. 

In spite of the plywood, says Kathy, 
vandals—she suspects that they are chil- 
dren—have broken into the house. They 
have taken sledgehammers to the toilets 
and the T.V., and have smashed the few 
bits of furniture that remained standing 
after the devastation. There is an edge of 
bitterness to her voice, as she tells of re- 
porting the damage to the police—and of 
their response that the insurance would 
surely cover it. ‘What can we do?’’ she 
asks with a shrug. “‘Sit here all day and 
watch the house? What would happen if 
the roof caved in in there—who would a 
parent go after but me?”

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Pilot Day Care Program May 
Begin Next School Year 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


If all goes well, Andover could begin a 
pilot program of after-school day care 
for its ‘‘latchkey” children by the begin- 
ning of the next school year. 

Monday night, following the presenta- 
tion of a report on local child care needs 
by the head of the Andover Child Care 
Study Committee, members of the Board 
of Selectmen directed Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony to meet with school of- 
ficials to formulate plans for a town-wide 
service. “There is a community-wide 
feeling that after-school day care is nec- 
essary,’ said Selectman William Dalton, 
summarizing the Child Care Commit- 
tee’s findings. ‘‘I think we feel that the 
next step is to find out how we do this.”’ 

Child Care Committee Chairman Ken- 
neth DeBenedictis prefaced his report 
with a summary of the 15-member com- 
mittee’s study methods. The group met 
with school department officials, el- 
ementary school principals, P.T.O. pres- 
idents and officials of child care 
programs, he said; they studied model 
programs in other communities. In order 
to determine child care needs on a local 
wasis, they formulated a questionnaire, 
which they circulated in the seasonal De-

In its attempt to reach the approxi- 
mately 1,972 families in town with 
school-aged children, and other residents 
who have strong opinions on the matter, 
the committee distributed 2,400 question- 
nairs. More than 460 were completed and 
returned. Of the respondents, 295 were 
parents of school-aged children who 
were supportive of a self-funded before- 
or after-school program. A large number 
of respondents without school-aged chil- 
dren (129) also wrote in favor of the ef- 
fort. There were 38 non-supportive 
responses. 

Support was evenly distributed among 
the four school districts, and those polled 
found the need greatest for younger chil- 
dren in Kindergarten through third 
grade. The ideal system, according to 
the responses, would feature school dis- 
trict-based facilities. 

The majority of those polled antic- 
ipated paying $2.25 to $3 per hour for the 
service; others set the anticipated hourly 
cost at $1 to $2.

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three pages of comments that had been 
added to the forms by respondents. A re- 
curring theme cited in those addenda 
was the urgency and need for a program 
in a town where, in many families, both 


parents work to sustain a comfortable 


lifestyle. 

DeBenedictus outlined the conclusions 
reached by his committee: that there is 
a need for after-school child care; that it 
should, if possible, be district-based—but 
that, conversely, school officials cite a 
lack of designated space in their build- 
ings; and that parents are willing to pay 
the costs of a self-supporting program. 

He recommended that the town seek a 
grant to investigate model programs in 
other communities, in order to formulate 
a pilot program that would be appropri- 
ate to Andover. 

Selectmen Scileppi and Dalton both 
recommended that the service also be 
made available to parents who need such 
f program but can not afford to pay for 
i 


Dalton also echoed a committee rec- 
ommendation that the space used for 
child care be a shared area, such as a 
classroom used during the school day.

‘‘We’re not suggesting that a room be set 
aside and locked for the child care pro- 
gram,”’ he said. 

After commending the committee on 
its work, the board voted unanimously to 
turn the issue over to Mahony. The Town 
Manager was to forward copies 
of the report to the School Committee, 
and to meet with school officials to devel- 
op a plan of action that can be imple- 
mented, in pilot form, by September.
